ASHFORD Golf Club has con¬ 
firmed it has held talks about possi¬ 
bly moving to a new home after its 
picturesque course was included 
on a list of sites facing potential 
redevelopment. 

The 18-hole parkland course in Sandyhurst 
Lane is just one of a host of green spaces ear¬ 
marked for future development as part of the 
council’s development plans. 

The Urban Sites and Infrastructure 
Development Plan outlines areas which could 
be developed over the coming years as the 
town looks to accommodate the huge amount 
of housing government has insisted it build, in 
addition to further expansion of leisure and 
commerce facilities. 

You can have your say on the remarkable 
map of the borough during a consultation peri¬ 
od which runs for another month. 

The list of sites includes areas already ear¬ 
marked for future development such as the old 
railway works off Newtown Road. But the 
council has also named additional sites which 
could mean many of the town’s green spaces 
could see development. 

However, it stresses it is only identifying pos¬ 
sible venues for development and not giving 
the green light yet. 

Other sites include the golf club, the cricket 
and hockey club in Ball Lane and the rugby 
club off Canterbury Road. 

John Gammon from Ashford Golf Club 
confirmed: “We were in discussion with the

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County board 
give academy 
plans a boost

AMBITIOUS plans to create 
a new academy taking chil¬ 
dren from their first to last 
day of schooling have been 
given a huge boost by receiv¬ 
ing a provisional thumbs up. 

Much-discussed proposals to merge 
Christ Church secondary school with 
Linden Grove Primary School, near 
Stanhope, have now been given the 
support of Kent County Council’s 
School Organisation Board. 

The backing means the plans now 
become concrete - and could pave 
the way to a £30 million investment 
and an academy which would cater 
for more than 1,700 of the borough’s 
children and could be open as soon as 
next year. 

Academies were introduced in 2000 
and see much of their funding come 
from outside sponsors and payment. 
By merging the management of both 
the primary and secondary aspects of 
a child’s education - there would be 
one headteacher and one board of 
governors - it should mean a smooth 
transition through the various stages. 

Crucially, Canterbury Christ 
Church University will sponsor and 
support the proposed academy as 
well as the county council - although 
it will be funded outside of Local 
Education Authority control. 

At the same meeting, two other 
academies are also being proposed 
by merging schools in Tunbridge 
Wells and Sevenoaks. 

County councillor and member of 
the board Mark Fittock said: “We 
welcome these improvements in our 
schools. This huge investment in 
rebuilding schools will help boost 
Kent’s economy at a difficult time 
and improve pupil choice and their 
long-term prospects.”

Peter Read, from Kent Independent 
Education Advice, said: “Academies 
attract a lot of funding and superb 
resources for children going through. 

“Children would still be given an 
opportunity to take the Kent Test and 
could go to a grammar school. 

“There are already nine academies 
educating children from three to 19, 
but they have not been in existence 
long enough to gauge how the 
scheme works in practice.” 

Linden Grove current admits just 
60 children a year while Christ 
Church takes around 240. It is 
expected the majority of children will 
still join the academy at the age of 11. 

A KCC spokesman said: “The next 
stage of the process will be a public 
consultation with parents at the 
school and from anyone in the local 
community. We will also soon 
announce the date of a public meet¬ 
ing that people will be able to attend.”

council and a developer exploring the 
possibility of the club moving. 

“However, it is not currently on the 
agenda.” 

The town is a targeted government 
growth area - and as such has to find 
sites suitable for 3,500 homes and 
providing 6,625 jobs in the area. 

The council says the list of sites has 
come from various sources, including 
previous plans and informal submis¬ 
sions already made to the council. 

It will alarm many, however, as to 
just how much green space could be 
developed. 

In particular it could further erode 
the spaces between the town and its 
outlying villages - such as that 
already seen between the town and 
such areas as Kingsnorth and 
Kennington. 

However, given the current down¬ 
turn in commercial house building it 
seems unlikely many of these sites 
will see development anytime soon. 

The consultation document also 
includes two major urban extensions 
at Chilmington Green and 
Cheeseman’s Green. 

Spokesman for Ashford council, 
Dean Spurrell, said: “These sites are 
pieces of land that have been suggest¬ 
ed by landowners and developers. 

“It may well be that after this con¬ 
sultation none of these areas are 
developed and new areas of land may 
be suggested.” 

Alternative 

Alan Paterson from Ashford Hockey 
Club said: “The ground is now too 
small for us and we have access prob¬ 
lems. Both clubs have outgrown the 
pavilions, so long term we are looking 
at finding an alternative. 

“This is a long-term vision. This is 
all part of the growth of greater 
Ashford. As Ashford grows the 
providers of sporting facilities will 
have to grow with it. 

“Any organisation that might want 
to double its members as the town 
grows will be forced to look for alter¬ 
native sites.”

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Making a splash with 
free swimming plans? 


Pilot scheme to 
test the water 



A FREE swimming scheme is to be 
trialled at the borough’s two major 
leisure centres. 

But it is a far cry from the free swimming for 
teenagers and OAPs project proposed by the 
Government and rejected by Ashford council 
chiefs last year. 

Instead it will offer carefully chosen groups 
the chance for a free dip at the Stour Centre or 
Tenterden Leisure Centre - among them young 
homeless people and the unemployed. 

Last year, a Government-funded proposal to 
provide free swimming for the over-60s and 
under-16s was rejected by the council due to the 
costs involved. 

The initiative was designed to roll out in the 
years leading up the 2012 Olympic Games, 
highlighting the health benefits activities such 
as swimming can bring. 

Now, however, the council has come up with 
its own, targeted, alternative with £80,000 of 
funding coming from the NHS Eastern and 
Coastal Primary Care Trust (PCT) which, if it 
agrees, would fund it over two years. 

In the first year it will apply to older and dis¬ 


abled people referred by social services, children 
and families registered with a children’s centre, 
vulnerable families and young homeless people. 

Even then, in year two, free off-peak swim¬ 
ming may not be available to the over-60s, who 
will be competing for spaces with unemployed 
people, looked-after children and junior schools 
not currently offering swimming. 

Repercussions 

The scheme will be run on a voucher system 
that will link each free swim with the amount 
of funding available. 

Councillors say their scheme will be more 
beneficial to the targeted groups than the blan¬ 
ket free swimming scheme the Government 


had proposed. It has also avoided any financial 
repercussions of the scheme which at present 
the PCT has no plans to continue funding after 
the two years is up. 

Cllr Gerry Clarkson, portfolio holder for 
cultural services, said: “We hope the scheme 
will be successful enough to allow us to look 
at extending the offer to other groups in the 
community.” 

The council will review the success of the pilot 
scheme, which still has to be fully approved by 
the Ashford Leisure Trust and the PCT, after 
three months. 

The council says it hopes to start the scheme 
in February or March.

Council to employ 
'design champion' 
for future buildings 


THERE will never be another mon¬ 
strosity such as Charter House act¬ 
ing as a blot on the landscape - after 
an initiative to improve the standard 
of buildings in the borough. 

Council chiefs say they will 
appoint a ‘design champion’ to pro¬ 
mote best practice in development as 
well as an independent design panel 
to advise on the quality of design. 

The move comes in a bid to see off 
any criticism over the design and 
aesthetic appeal of new buildings 
and communities as part of the 
town’s massive expansion plans. 

Areas of the town centre particu¬ 
larly, are due for substantial new 
building with the development of 
what is described as a new leisure 
quarter in the area near the new 
Elwick Square. 

The Thames Gateway, another 
area of Kent set for major redevelop¬ 
ment, employed well-known fashion 
designer Wayne Hemingway to help 
promote the quality of design in its 
building projects. 

Councillor John Kemp, portfolio 


holder for planning and develop¬ 
ment, said: “The continued focus on 
design quality is essential if we are 
to see a growing town that creates a 
legacy of places and communities 
that people enjoy and are proud of.” 

On the appointment of a design 
champion, Oliver Winconek, chair¬ 
man of Ashford Visual Artists, said: 
“The key to the success of this will be 
finding someone with a good track 
record. It is good that Ashford may 
be able to attract someone like this, 
but people who are successful in this 
field are not short of work.” 

Ashford already has a good record 
when it comes to design and has 
been awarded Beacon status for pro¬ 
moting sustainable communities. 

It has been employing design 
workshops on sites of varying sizes 
since 2000. The council also proposes 
more community and stakeholder 
design workshops, additional design 
training for councillors and staff, 
best practice workshops and visits to 
see and learn from completed devel¬ 
opments.

CONFUSION surrounds the 
future of a post office in Kenning¬ 
ton, amid claims it could be trans¬ 
formed into an NHS dentist’s 
surgery. 

Post Office chiefs insist there are no plans to 
bring down the shutters on the counter of the 
branch, which sits on the comer of Faversham 
Road and Upper Vicarage Road. 

But an application is making its way 
through the planning process which suggests 
changing the use of the building. 

It is just the latest twist for the site which 
has been plagued by uncertainty over the last 
12 months. 

Kennington councillor John Kemp said: “I 
have been inundated by people complaining 
about this. 

“We have had a great deal of trouble finding 
a new postmaster. This is the only post office in 
the area and serves many people. 

“Residents are strongly against this and 
turning it into a dentist would create many 
parking problems.” 

Last year it came in for fierce criticism from

residents for a ‘shambolic’ service. It then shut 
for nearly four months, opening again last 
month. 

But just before Christmas mystery sur¬ 
rounded its future again when a ‘for sale’ sign 
went up on the building. 

Despite many agreeing a dentist would be a 
useful addition to the area, older residents in 
particular have been left fuming over the 
potential loss of a vital service. 

A planning application has been submitted 
to Ashford council to change the building’s use 
from retail to a dental surgery by 
Sittingbourne-based Chopra & Associates 
Dental Practice. 

When contacted by Yourashford it refused to 
elaborate on the situation, but hinted it was 
one of just a number of sites being examined 
in the town. 

The confusion has sparked much debate in 
the area, however, with opinion split. Pat 
Boorman is from residents’ group the 
Kennington Fomm. 

She said: ‘We do need more dentists, which

would be good for Kennington but many would 
be sad to lose the post office counter.” 

There will also be a likely stampede for the 
much sought after NHS places at any new sur¬ 
gery. Dentists have progressively turned their 
back on NHS-funded treatment due to the 
lack of financial reward they receive. 

A Post Office spokesman, however, suggest¬ 
ed things were far from certain. They said: “It 
is business as usual at this branch and there 
are no current plans to close it.” 


—Council driven to consultation 
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A MAJOR consultation into problem parking in 
the borough has been launched by the council. 

The two documents focus on the Orbital Park 
at Sevington and traffic problems around 
Homewood School at Tenterden. 

The Orbital Park has been plagued by parking 
issues, particularly the problem of foreign lorry 
drivers parking in the area affecting access to 
businesses and creating anti-social problems for 
residents. (See example of the problems on our 
free, broadband TV site www.yourkenttv.co.uk.

A similar process is being carried out in 
Tenterden and St Michaels to improve road safe¬ 


ty around the town and deal with traffic prob¬ 
lems caused at Homewood. 

Paul Jackson head of environmental services 
at Ashford council said: “These proposals aim to 
address issues of safety and congestion... creat¬ 
ing a safer environment for motorists and pedes¬ 
trians as well as easing issues around parking.”

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Jail for ATM ram raiders 


FOUR men have been sentenced to a total of 
17 years for the theft or attempted theft of 17 
cash machines and 10 vehicles across the 
country, including one in Tenterden. 

George Welford, from Hoo in Rochester, was 
sentenced to five years and banned from driv¬ 
ing for the same period at Ipswich Crown 
Court on Thursday. The 40-year-old construc¬ 
tion worker along with Stewart Bentley, Paul 
Mockford and Martin Goodwin had pleaded 
guilty to the crimes carried out between May 
2007 and July 2008. Among the raids was one 
in Ashford Road, St Michaels, which saw 
£18,000 taken and £10,000 of damage 
caused. It took place on March 21 last year. 

Detective Sergeant Rob Haines from Kent 
Police’s serious and organised crime unit, 
which led the investigation, said: “We have 
established the full extent of damage, chaos 
and disregard all four men have had in order 
to satisfy their own relentless greed.” 


Outlet music store closes 

ZAWI is to shut its store at the Designer 
Outlet with the loss of eight jobs. 

The store is one of three Kent branches of 
the stricken music, film and game retailer 
being closed by administrators. 

The company’s troubles are a consequence 
of the end of Woolworths, as its distribution 
arm supplied much of Zawi’s stock. 

Nineteen other stores are being closed 
around the country while other branches in 
Kent, including Canterbury and Bluewater, 
will continue to trade if a buyer can be found. 
The chain was originally Virgin Megastore.

Our Morris dancers: are 
they on their last legs?

THE distinctly British custom of 
Morris dancing will die out within 
two decades because no one is 
taking it up any more, its modern- 
day custodians are warning. 

Youngsters say it is simply too embarrassing 
to be seen Morris dancing, a style of folk dance 
that dates back centuries. 

The exact origins are clouded in mystery, but 
the clattering together of tiny sticks by men 
bouncing back and forth to odd music has 
delighted people across the country and baf¬ 
fled tourists in equal amounts. 

The Morris Ring, an association for the bell- 
clad men, says fewer are taking it up and the 
average age of those taking part continues to 
rise, which means that in 20 years it will have 
died out completely from the current estimate 
of 14,000 dancers nationally. 

Charlie Corcoran, the Ring’s bagman, said: 
“It worries me a great deal. Young people are 
just too embarrassed to take part. 

“This is a serious situation. Once we have

lost this part of our culture, it will be almost 
impossible to revive it.” 

But however odd and comical it looks, those 
who do Morris dancing also raise plenty of 
cash for charity. Some £600 was raised for the 
Demelza House children’s hospice before 
Christmas, following several displays around 
east Kent by the Woodchurch Morris Men. 


And one man in the county is determined to 
keep the hanky-waving habit alive. 

Malcolm Triggs, 50, said of the idea that 
Morris dancing was on its last legs: “That is 
actually nonsense. We have plenty of young¬ 
sters doing the dancing and playing.” 

His own three sons, Jack, 16, Harry, 11, and 
Will, nine, are all members of Whitstable’s 
Dead Horse Morris. 

Mr Triggs, who runs a public relations com¬ 
pany in Ashford, said: “At Dead Horse we have 
five or six children dancing with us.” 

Mr Triggs, who is also the Squire of East 
Kent Morris Men, said: “Clearly, young 
children who then become teenagers don’t 
want to dance in their local shopping centres 
because they might be seen by their mates. 

“But they tend to come back in later years 
when they are not as bothered about what 
people think about them. 

“I think the whole Morris dancing world is 
alive and well and will keep going forever. 
More sides [groups] are springing up all the 
time. 

“I believe it is all perfectly healthy and won’t 
be dying out any time soon.”

New chief aiming to

Health trust chiefs taken to task over cost of agency staff 


HOSPITAL bosses have tried to explain 
payments of up to £110 an HOUR for 
stand-in staff. 

This week it was claimed that the NHS was 
wasting vast amounts of money paying soaring 
hourly rates to agency staff. 

The Conservative Party has revealed that the 
NHS spent almost £800 million on agency 
workers in 2006-07. 

At least three Kent trusts were revealed as 
paying at least £100 an hour for stand-in staff - 


equivalent to an annual salary of more than 

£ 200 , 000 . 

But the cash does not all go to the worker - 
agencies skim up to 43 per cent of the 
payments. 

The NHS West Kent Trust’s new chairman, 
Anthony Jones, said: ‘We would like to reduce 
our reliance on agencies and we are trying very 
hard to recruit more permanent staff.” 

According to Department of Health figures, 
a consultant earns between £61,000 and 


£174,000 a year, while a salaried GP makes 
between £52,000 and £79,000. 

Medway NHS Foundation Trust had paid £98 
an hour to a consultant. 

A spokeswoman said: “Patient care is our top 
priority and we would be failing in our duty 
under these circumstances if we did not use 
agency staff.” 

Margaret Daly, NHS West Kent’s director of 
human resources, said staff turnover was low 
but added: We are constantly competing 


against London wage... sometimes we have to 
turn to agencies to fill vacancies on a short¬ 
term basis.” 

Andrew Lansley, the shadow health secretary, 
said: “It’s incredible that agency staff can be paid 
such high hourly rates when jobs are being cut 
at the same time.” 

The Department of Health argued it had 
reduced the amount spent on agency staff from 
5.5 per cent of its pay budget in 2004 to 3.2 per 
cent last year.

LAST year it proved one of the 
most popular ticket giveaways the 
county had ever seen... and now it 
is to take place again. 

The Kent Big Day 2009 will be staged on 
Saturday, March 28, and see thousands of free 
tickets to the county’s top tourist attractions 
handed out free to the county’s residents. 

Now in its third year, organisers Visit Kent, 
at Kent County Council, last year worked with 
130 of the county’s many attractions - includ¬ 
ing castles, historic houses and gardens, steam 
trains and sports centres to hand out more 
than 16,000 Big Day Out free tickets to people 
living in Kent and Medway. 

And this year the celebration of the county’s 
tourism and hospitality sector, and the contri¬ 
bution it makes to the local economy, will be 
even bigger. More cultural and sporting venues 
will join the ranks of destinations opening their 
doors to Kent Big Day Out ticket-holders. 

Details of exactly where you can go for free 
have yet to be unveiled, but the free tickets 
will be available from the Visit Kent website, 
at www.visitkent.co.uk, and through the coun¬ 
ty’s visitor information centres from March 3. 

Last year the Visit Kent website had 16,483 
hits on the tickets’ launch day - a record num¬ 
ber for one day. 

Fran Warrington, head of Visit Kent, said: 
“The feedback we had from attractions and 
visitors for our 2008 Kent Big Day Out event 
was excellent. Ninety-three per cent of visitors 
said they would recommend the attraction 
they had explored. 

“More than 30 per cent of visitors to Kent 
stay with friends and relatives and rely on 
their hosts for recommendations of what to do 


while in the county. So this is encouraging.” 

KCC cabinet member Kevin Lynes, who has 
special responsibility for tourism and regener¬ 
ation, said: “The Kent Big Day Out goes from 
strength to strength.

Volunteers who 
rose to challenge 

ST JOHN AMBULANCE volunteers from 
across the county have been praised after a 
hectic month that almost overwhelmed the 
vital support service. 

St John Ambulance Kent chiefs praised 
“dedicated and hard-working volunteers for 
their professionalism” for efforts in December. 

They faced the double -whammy of plung¬ 
ing temperatures and a spate of flu cases, 
adding strain to regular medical teams and 
increasing the demand for their help. 

December saw its various divisions cover 
90 shifts, clocking up a staggering 900 
hours of volunteering. 

This is in marked contrast to the 2007 
figures for December, when 600 hours were 
completed. 

New Year’s Eve saw seven ambulances 
deployed across the county and more than 
80 hours were logged throughout the course 
of the evening, with 54 calls attended. 

More than 9,860 miles were travelled by 
ambulances and volunteers, with 1,139 of 
those miles driven on New Year’s Eve alone. 

Steve Walker, operations manager for 
St John Ambulance Kent, said: “This year 
has got off to a very busy start for all our 
members. 

“Throughout December the team worked 
without question and dedicated large 
amounts of time to supporting the local 
ambulance service.” 


Birds feel the freeze 

FOR the first time in more than a decade, 
wildlife groups last week called on country¬ 
side users to minimise disturbance to birds 
during the harsh weather. 

The prolonged freezing conditions meant 
that many birds would have struggled to 
survive - and some of those that did could 
still be in a weakened state. 

Dr Mark Avery, the RSPB’s conservation 
director, said: “During freezing conditions, 
disturbance forces the birds to squander 
their precious energy reserves by taking 
flight when they need to spend as much 
time as possible feeding.”

TIME is running out for parents 
of children taking crucial steps in 
their early education. 

Application forms for entry this September 
into primary school - or for transfer to junior 
school - have to be submitted by this Friday, 
January 16. 

Failure to do so will mean you potentially 
lose the choice of school your child will 
attend. 

Applications for admission to primary 
schools and reception classes apply to chil¬ 
dren born between September 1, 2004 and 
August 31,2005. 

Applications for children currently in Year 
2 - bom between September 1, 2001 and 
August 31, 2002 - will also need to be sub¬ 
mitted for entry into junior school. 

Parents have had since November 17 to 
make their decision as to where they would 
like their child to attend and can do so in one 
of two ways. 

Either they can complete the forms 
available from all local primary schools 
and junior schools and submit them to any 
of those schools or go online and complete 
the form there.

All parents have to fill out the Reception 
Common Application Form (RCAF) for infant 
schools and a Junior Common Application 
Form (JCAF) for junior schools.

Whatever happened to a little 
positive thinking in our town? 


IT has often been said Ashford is 
the regional capital of apathy. And, 
in truth, those who say such 
things, may have a point. 

I use as a fine example, the quote provided in 
your newspaper last week by Ashford council 
on the subject of a pantomime being staged in 
a big top. Now, and you’ll have to forgive me for 
suggesting this, but it appeared the story was 
based more on an idea from the newspaper, 
rather than any call from ‘people on the street’. 

Yet it was a nice idea and one worth dis¬ 
cussing. After all, if there is one thing Ashford 
has developed a reputation for, it is as some¬ 
thing of a cultural desert. 

But I digress. For those who missed the 
story, it was basically suggesting Ashford 
could do a lot worse than consider following 
Canterbury’s lead and host a pantomime in a 
‘circus-style’ big top. 

The story suggested it would attract shop¬ 
pers and provide a theatre space - albeit tem¬ 


porarily - in a town bereft of such a thing. So 
what did our council have to say on the mat¬ 
ter? What words of encouragement and good 
cheer did they think to add? 

Surely, you would think, they would make 
the sort of noises which would endear them to 
the public. The chances of it happening are a 
long shot so anything they said would hardly 
come back to hang them. They’d say some¬ 
thing like “what a great idea. If a company 
came to us with a proposal we’d love to hear 
it”. They could even add, for safety’s sake, “we 
couldn’t afford to spend taxpayers’ money on 
it, but if a private company wanted to have a 
go, we’d be happy to assist”. Makes sense, I’m 
sure you’d agree? 

But, oh no. The quote our cheerful 
‘spokesperson’ came up with was this miser¬ 
able gem “As we do not have a theatre at pres¬ 
ent we are not obligated to continue to run 
productions in the same way as the Marlowe. 
If a professional company was keen to do a 
production we would have to negotiate 
whether that would be possible”. Rubbish. 


Aside from specialising in the Weedin’ obvi¬ 
ous - we know we don’t have a theatre - the 
quote suggests even someone willing to make 
all the effort would face a rough ride, like it 
might be a bit too much work for those in the 
Civic Centre being paid with our money.

Yet, for a council which has specialised in the 
past on selling the borough on what tomorrow 
might bring, it fails miserably to inject that 
future with life and fun... just houses, houses, 
houses and the occasional shop. Well, Ashford 
council, that is not enough. 

Little wonder there is such apathy in this 
town - when our own council are so gloomy. If 
it wasn’t now a little out of season, ‘bah hum¬ 
bug!’ would suit their attitude perfectly.

How long has the shop been open? 

About six months. I opened the shop because there are a 
lot of people from Eastern European countries such as 
Poland, Romania and Lithuania who are living in the area. 
Many of the foods from back in those countries cannot be 
found at the normal supermarkets. 

How is the business doing at the moment? 

Times are difficult. Prices for food in Eastern Europe have 
really gone up in recent times; more than over here, and 
by the time you add the transport costs this can make it 
much more expensive than when we first started. We 
have also had to deal with the work happening on the ring 
road, which has affected business, but now that is over 
we hope things will improve. 

What are specialities do you sell? 

We also have fresh 
produce such as special smoked meats, pastries and pies.

HIPs get set to expand 
with more safety data 

CONTROVERSIAL Home Information 
Packs are to face further changes this 
year as the Government increases the 
information which needs to be provided. 

A new property information question¬ 
naire will be included with flood risk 
information, gas and electricity safety, 
service charges, structural damage and 
parking arrangements. 

From April 6, HIPs must also be pro¬ 
vided on the first day of marketing a 
home - and not after 28 days, as current 
regulations stand. 

The Government claims the changes 
will place no further burden on estate 
agents and the packs have not caused a 
slowdown in the housing market. 

New green belt worries 
in push for development 

A ROW has erupted over plans for a dra¬ 
matic shake-up of the Government’s 
rural planning policy. 

Reports suggest that villages across 
England will come under threat as poli¬ 
cy is changed to allow the Government 
to deliver on its pledge to build 3 million 
homes by 2020. 

And the crunch issue will be giving 
landowners and farmers incentives to 
sell land for development - fuelling fears 
that the erosion of greenbelt land will no 
longer be seen as an important issue. 

Housing Secretary Margaret Beckett 
is tipped to announce the reforms later 
this month, but they have already been 
criticised by countryside protection 
groups. 

Don't be so quick to 
repossess, urges boffin 

HOLDING back repossessions is critical 
for the health of the UK property mark¬ 
et, according to a leading expert in the 
field. 

Speaking at the launch of the UK 
Housing Review 2008/09, Steve Wilcox 
from the University of York explained 
that mortgage rescue plans from the 
Government were important but holding 
back repossessions was needed. 

“Forbearance is far more critical than 
mortgage rescue,” Professor Wilcox said. 

“If there is a flood of repossessions, this 
will depress the property market further 
and put off recovery even longer.”

She said much better advice would be to 
choose a recommended agent: “Many of the 
world’s property experts advocate this and it 
works. Why? Because it’s true.”

Rugged Terios offers cheap 
4x4 for users in 'real world' 


THERE is a suspicion that people 
who buy budget 4x4s are more 
likely to use the off-road ability 
than more numerous image-con¬ 
scious owners of big ‘Chelsea 
Tractor’ models. 

And their lighter weight, combined with 
decent ground clearance, means that rugged 
baby off-roaders can sometimes embarrass 
bigger rivals. On the other hand, a short and 
narrow wheelbase combined with rugged off- 
roading suspension can translate into bouncy 
and noisy on-road performance - very much 
the weakness of the original Terios. 

Fortunately, the second generation model is 
more well-rounded, even if the start price 
leapt from the previous car’s sub-ten grand fig¬ 
ure to £12,725, though it does carry Daihatsu’s 
now standard five-year unlimited mileage 
warranty plus, for a limited period, five 
years’/45,000 miles’ free servicing. 

I’m not sure the sole engine option, a 1.5- 
litre 103bhp petrol unit, is the complete 
answer; it might be lively and have the poten¬

would deliver better economy and the low 
down lugging power that rougher conditions 
require, plus a cheaper road tax bill than the 
£170/year for the cheapest Terios model. 

However, even in petrol form, this second 
generation Terios continues where the old car 
left off, with a hardy and rugged character 
that belies its modest cost, high driving posi¬ 
tion, a turning circle able to shame a supermi¬ 
ni and a body still shorter than a VW Golf. 

But where the old car was absurdly crude 
on-road, the new Terios is far more refined. 

In many ways it has become the car the orig¬ 
inal RAV4 was before Toyota boosted its 
money-spinning compact SUV (sports utility 
vehicle) upmarket, except that it has retained 
off-roading ability in preference to the deft 
handling of the RAV. 

Fixtures and fittings for the Terios are 
also much improved, with a well-arranged 
dashboard and standard kit including air con, 
reverse parking sensors, electric mirrors, 
electric windows front and rear and remote 
central locking. 

For those who really do need a proper 4x4 on 
the cheap, the Terios looks like it has slugged 
its way to the top of the hill.

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Spin king says Key should have got England job 





OPINION: Shane Warne says Rob Key should be captain 


LEGENDARY Australian leg-spinner 
Shane Wame feels the England and Wales 
Cricket Board should have installed Kent’s 
Rob Key as England skipper, rather than 
Andrew Strauss. 

The Kent captain was once again linked 
with the hottest job in world cricket follow¬ 
ing a sensational week in which Kevin 
Pietersen jumped before he was pushed and 
coach Peter Moores was sacked. 

Wame, never short of a view or two, wrote 
in his Times column that he felt the appoint¬ 
ment of Strauss was the safe bet and he 


instead thought Key should have got the job. 

He said: “My choice - if KP really had to go 
- would have been Rob Key of Kent. I think 
Key is unlucky not to have played more for 
England and I would have put him in charge 
for all three formats. 

“He has flair and imagination, a good tem¬ 
perament and is well liked within the 
game.” 

The 29-year-old Kent skipper, who was a 
25/1 shot for the Test job, is adept at all 


forms of the game - leading Kent to the 
finals of both the Friends Provident Trophy 
and the Twenty20 last season. 

He was also believed to be in the running 
for the role as one-day and Twenty20 skip¬ 
per before the ECB plumped again for 
Strauss and although Key said he would 
have jumped at the chance to captain his 
country, he was never awaiting a call. 

He said: “I would definitely have taken it of 
course, I would never turn something like 
that down. I didn’t think I would get it and I 
wouldn’t havebe put any money on me.” 


Guernsey project is 
still on the table 

THE people behind the project to bring a 
team from Guernsey into the Kent 
League remain confident of joining in 
time for next season. 

The recently renamed Guernsey 
Athletics FC are looking to raise a six- 
figure sum in sponsorship before the end 
of March to get approval from the 
Football Association. They would then be 
able to apply to join the Premier Division 
for the 2009/10 season. 

James Blower, a member of Guernsey 
Athletics’ board of directors, has come up 
with an idea to make it possible for Kent 
teams to travel. He said: “The model we’re 
looking at is to run it on a fully costed 
basis, so we would cover the expenses of 
the Kent teams once they got to Gatwick.”

Farewell to creator 
of UK racketball 


TRIBUTES have poured in from all over 
the world following the death of Ian 
Wright, the creator of racketball in the 
UK.

It brought a sudden end to a much¬ 
loved figure, well known across Kent, 
who devoted his life to squash, racketball 
and tennis. Wright occupied a staggering 
number of positions across a variety of 
sports, from club level all the way up to 
the European Squash Federation, where 
he was secretary for almost 20 years.

Is Willis the man to step 
into Ford's shoes at Kent? 


SIMON Willis could be the man to 
step in as Kent’s director of cricket 
if Graham Ford is tempted to 
answer England’s call as head 
coach. 

Kent have said they would not stand in the 
way of Ford coaching the national side if 
England see him as the successor to the sacked 
Peter Moores. 

Skipper Rob Key, who was again linked with 
the England captaincy before it was handed to 
Andrew Strauss, has pushed the claims for the 
South African to take over as England’s head 
coach. 

Key also said Willis should be aiming for the 
premier coaching role at Kent if Ford was to go. 

He said: “Graham Ford is the best coach in 
world cricket, his record speaks for itself. He 
has got to be at the top of the pile. 

“It’s his reputation. He is there to help you 
and there is not a single part of him that does

any of it for his own ego. 

“I don’t know what would happen if Fordy 
was to go, it would certainly be a massive blow. 

“As players we are trying to get in the 
England team and it’s the same for coaches, we 
all want to be moving up the ladder and it’s the 
same for them. It’s no different for Simon Willis. 
Obviously things are pretty tight at Kent at the 
moment and that will dictate a lot of what goes 
on at the club for the next two years.” 

Lure 

Ford, who joined Kent in 2005 having previ¬ 
ously coached Natal and later South Africa, has 
already turned down India and New Zealand to 
stay at Canterbury but the lure of coaching 
England - especially in a year that includes the 


Ashes and the Twenty20 World Cup - could be 
too difficult to turn down. 

Willis has worked under Ford as first-team 
coach for the four seasons he has been at Kent 
and can understand why he has been courted 
by international sides. 

“It has got to be his record,” he said. “Anyone 
that has ever worked with him knows that he 
is a top class individual. He is not a tea cup 
thrower but manages to get his message across 
so that players know where they stand.” 

When asked whether he would want the 
director of cricket role at St Lawrence if Ford 
were to be lured away, Willis, who did the job in 
2004, responded cautiously. 

“To be fair I was thrown in at the deep end in 
my first year and that was quite interesting but 
I think we will have to wait and see what devel¬ 
ops,” he said. “Fordy has to be offered the oppor¬ 
tunity and then it’s a case of whether he takes 
it or not. There’s a lot of water to flow under the 
bridge yet.” 
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Barham ready to swing 
into action for Abu Dhabi

BECOMING a father during the 
winter may have changed Benn 
Barham’s priorities but the golfer 
is determined to qualify for the 
lucrative $10m Dubai World 
Championship later this year. 

The Ashford golfer will begin his European 
Tour season tomorrow by competing in the 
Abu Dhabi Gulf Championship. Last season 
was disappointing for Barham after finishing 
110th on the Order of Merit - a full 21 posi¬ 
tions down on his 2007 season. 

Despite his worst Tour season finish for four 
years, the 33-year-old will take heart from 
recording his best ever Tour event finish of 
third place at the Russian Open in July last 
year. 

With the European Tour introducing the 
money-spinning Dubai World Championship 
featuring the top 60 players on the Tour for 
2009, Barham is gearing up for a push to qual¬ 
ify for the tournament in November. 

He said: “I suppose my priorities have 
changed since becoming a father, but for me 
this season is all about the race to Dubai. I 
obviously want to win a tournament, but to 
finish in the top 60 and to take part in the 
Dubai event is definitely a target. I don’t real¬ 


ly see it as a crunch year for myself as I feel I 
have ten to 15 years left in me on the 
European Tour. 

“Abu Dhabi is a great place to start, it’s a fan¬ 
tastic venue. There is no doubt it will be a 
tough event and a strong field to go up 
against.” 

Even though the arrival of his daughter has 
taken up the majority of his winter, Barham 
has been practising hard and believes the 


break from competition will give him renewed 
drive for 2009. 

He said: “The preparations have been good, 
but it will be tough to start playing competi¬ 
tive golf again after having two months off. It 
has been lovely to have a break after playing a 
lot of golf and to welcome my daughter into the 
world. It has been an exciting two months off 
and it will be hard to leave my family for three 
weeks when the Tour begins again.”
